automobile, fired into nine homes, 
a church and a store in the two 
villages.

Russian Reporters 


Will Be Invited to 
Tour United States 


State Department Hopes 


They Will See What 


Makes Nation Tick 


By ALEX H. SINGLETON" 
Washington, April 22— (AP) — 


The state department will extend 
to three Russian war correspond- 
ents a potentially significant in- 
vitation to take a look at how 
America works and thinks and 
lives in peacetime. 


The three—Ilya G. Ehrenburg- of 


Izvestia, Gen. Mikhail R. Galak- 
tionov of Pravda and KonStantm 
M. Simonov of Red Star—came 
here to meet with the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors. 


Their visit was planned by the 


newspaper organization to pro- 
mote'an exchange of ideas between 
the day-by-day historians of two 
of the world's "greatest powers. 


The Russian writers gave the 


country's top ranking news execu- 
tives a bluntly frank idea of what 
they think about this country's 
press. 
» 


Some of it was favorable: some 


of it, too, was sharply critical. 


That's the kind of a report the 


state department hopes they will 
take home to Russia—one based 
upon a trained newspaperman's 
first-hand observations 


So the department—primarily on 


the initiative of Secretary of State 
Byrnes—conceived the idea of let- 
toe the three newspapermen learn 
for" themselves how the United 
States ticks. They will be given 
a free hand to see how ready-to- 
g-o machines roll off the production 
lines, how people live in big cities 
and in small towns, how newspap- 
ers function without government 
control, how things are here gen- 
erally. 


Acceptance Uncertain 


Although it was confirmed of- 


ficially that the invitation will be 
extended, there was no indication 
yet as to whether it would be ac- 
cepted. Here was unofficial am- 
cassador; to their American col- 
leagues, the three Soviet newsmen 
presorsbly will have to await an 
okay from Moscow.

In returning to their own jobs, 


the American editors carried with 
them a revitalized pledge to fight 
on for world wide news freedom 
as a prime factor in preventing the 
outbreak of a third world war. 


The society's annual convention 


ended Saturday night with a ban- 
quet at which Trygve Lie, secre- 
tary general of the United Na- 
tions, asserted that a free ex- 
change of information between the 
peopfe of the world "is ever the 
verv life blood" of peace. 


Before they adjourned, the edi- 


tors adopted a resolution calling 
for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to "study the problem of 
world dissemination of news". 


The action came as the after- 


math of a controversy within the 
society over the state department 
program of disseminating news 
abroad-one from which The As- 
sociated Press and the United 
press 
withdrew

Fourth of Homes Built in 


Any City Must Be for 


Rental Purposes 


Washington, April 22—(AP) — 


The government has ordered new, 
reduced cost ceilings for the bulk 
or new dwellings and directed that 
one-fourth of them be built for 
rental. 


The national housing administra- 


tion order will steer, by priority 
action, most of the country's resi- 
dential building 
materials 
into 


homes well under the present $10,- 
000 sales and §80 rental limit. 


Announced by Housing Expedi- 


ter Wilson W. Wyatt, the order 
directs that: 


One fourth of 
the 
dwellings 


henceforth authorized in any city 
must be built for rental; and 01 
these, at least half must rent at 
or below ceilings 
which 
range 


from $40 monthly m New Orleans 
to $65 in New York. 


Half of all homes built to be 


sold must come below a new -price 
line which also varies from city to 
city; $4.500 in New Orleans, for 
instance, and $9,000 in New York. 


Lots Not Included 


Ceilings on construction are for 


the buildings alone and do not in- 
clude the price of lots. 


It will be the job 
of federal 


housing officials over the country 
to induce builders to 
undertake 


the low-cost and rental housing 
projects. 
These are disliked by 


some builders; now they must ac- 
count for over 60 per cent of 
authorized dwellings. 


The government's whip is the 


withholding of priorities on scarce 
lumber, materials and supplies. 


Other 
houses 
may range in 


price up to the $10,000 sales and 
$80-a-month rental limits already 
fixed for the veterans' housing 
program, 
But Wyatt said that 


new "channeling" order will im- 
mediately "increase by 50 per cent 
the homes built under $6,500" in 
April, May and June. 


Veterans who apply to build 


their own homes will get first 
preference hi the issuance of pri- 
orities, the order specifies. Next
